Eddie Lawson (Yam) won the “Рог- 
tuguese" 500сс GP, the fourth round 
of the World Championship Road 
Race Series held in Jerez, Spain, on 
May 1. Lawson passed second-place 
finisher Wayne Rainey (Yam) on the 
next to last lap of the 29-lap race and 
went on to win. by 1.64 seconds. 
Third place went to Australian 
Kevin Magee (Yam) with Frenchman 
Christian Sarron (Yam) and defend- 
ing World Champion Wayne 
Gardner (Hon) rounding out the top 
five. Texan Kevin Schwantz (Suz) 
dropped out of the race on the 
seventh lap with mechanical prob- 
lems, and Californian Randy Mam- 
ola (Cag) was a no-show at the GP. 
Lawson now leads Gardner, 72-60, 
in the title chase with Rainey third 
at 50. 


In the 250cc GP at Jerez, Spa- 


niard Juan Garriga (Yam) topped 
Japan's Masahiro Shimizu (Hon) 
and Jacques Cornu (Hon) to take 
his first win of the season. Domi- 
nique Sarron (Hon) and Jean- 
Phillip Ruggia (Yam) finished 
fourth and fifth, respectively. Sito 
Pons (Hon), who crashed in Jerez, 
leads Garriga, 54-53, in the 
250cc World Championship. The 
80cc GP win went to Jorge Mar- 
tinez (Der) over Manuel Herreros 
(Der). In what was the opening 
round of the championship for 
sidecars, Rolf Biland/ Kurt Waltis- 
berg (LCR) took the win. 


France’s Adrien Morillas (Kaw) won 
the second round of the World 
Championship Superbike Road 
Race Series in Budapest, Hungary, 
on April 30. Morillas topped Ste- 
phane Mertens (Bim) and Davide 
Tardozzi (Bim). Fourth place went 
to American Fred Merkel (Hon) with 
Roger Burnett (Hon) finishing fifth. 
Merkel’s fourth place gave him the 
lead in the series point standings, 
32.5 to 23.5, over Italian Marco 
Lucchinelli (Duc), who finished 13th 
in Hungary. 


The third round of the AMA 
National Championship Enduro 
Series in Roselawn, Indiana, May 
1, was won by South Carolina's 
Randy Hawkins (Suz), who edged 
Kurt Hough (Kaw) by one point, 
9-10. Third overall went to Jeff 
Fredette (Kaw), while Fritz Kadlec 
(Yam) and local rider Rich Shar- 
phorn (Hus) rounded out the top 
five. Defending National Cham- 
pion Kevin Hines (KTM) got lost 
in the first loop, dropped 16 points 
and finished ninth overall. Former 
National Champion Terry Cun- 
ningham (Hus) suffered mechan- 
ical problems and DNF. 


Chris Carr (H-D) won the AMA 
600cc National Championship Half 
Mile held April 30 at Manzanita 
Speedway in Phoenix, Arizona. 
Junior Kevin Atherton (W-R), Pete 
Hames (H-D), Don Estep (W-R) and 
Brian Atherton (W-R) rounded out 
the top five. 


Holland’s John Van den Berk 
(Yam) swept both motos in round 
three of the World Championship 
250cc MX Series in Arsago 
Seprion, Italy, May 1. Finland’s 
Pekka Vehkonen (Cag) went 2-2 











for second overall, while third and 
fourth went to Germany’s Roland 
Diepold (Kaw) and American 
Ricky Ryan (Hon), respectively. 
Ryan had a 5-4 moto score, while 
American Rodney Smith (Suz), 
who won the Spanish GP last 
week, went 10-9 for ninth overall. 


The third round of the World Cham- 
pionship 125cc MX Series in 
Vereingung-Schwanenstadt, Aus- 
tria, May 1, saw Holland’s Dave 
Strijbos (Cag) and Frenchman Jean- 
Michel Bayle (Hon) trade 1-2 moto 
scores, with Strijbos getting the 
overall via his second moto win. 
Third with a 4-4 tally went to 
Holland's Pedro Tragter (Hon). 
American Bobby Moore (KTM) rode 
ractice but elected not to race 
ecause of an ankle injury. 


Nineteen-year-old American 
Trampas Parker (KTM), from 
Shreveport, Louisiana, was lead- 
ing the first Italian 250cc MX GP

Ward, Cooper 
cruise to wins 
at Sugartree

AXTON, VA, MAY 1 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward апа Honda's Guy 
Cooper racked up the 250 and 125cc wins, 
respectively, іп National Championship 


motocross racing at David Bailey's Lake 


Sugartree MX Park. | moto and ran away to win, and 
Ward holeshot the first 250cc then came up with a repeat in 


moto two after Honda's Rick John- 
son was sidelined with mechanical 
trouble. Cooper's win was nothing 
less than remarkable. The Oklahoma 
native showed up at Sugartree with 
a fiberglass cast on his still-mending 
broken right leg, and posted a 1-3 
tally to top the class after a four-and- 
a-half month layoff. 

Older sections of the track were 
removed and newer areas added to 
make the third consecutive Sugartree 
National a big hit with fans and 
riders. This year's race was scheduled 
earlier in the year to avoid the hot, 
humid conditions of midsummer, 
and everyone was treated to a sunny 
day in the mid-70s. Attendance was 
up from the '87 event, and an 
estimated 8000 spectators made the 
show. 

Though seemingly over-watered 
during the morning's practice, a 
loamy, tractionable surface was 
produced by race time. Some riders 
voiced complaints regarding a sec- 
tion where a small stream ran across 
the course, but a small jump before 
the water had everyone clearing the 
problem area. 

With his win, Ward moved ahead 
of Johnson in the series, 141 to 117, 
with three of six 250cc series events 
completed. Honda's George Hol- 
land, who claimed second overall 
with a 3-2 score in the 125cc division 
finally broke out of a points deadlock 
with Suzuki's Erik Kehoe, and now 
heads the small bores by four points, 
136 to 132. Kehoe ran away with 
moto two, but could only muster an 
eighth in the first outing. 

Ward received $1000 for two moto 
wins, as $14,660 of the $22,000 AMA 
purse was allocated to the 250cc class, 
while Glover made $850 for his 3- 
2 finishes. The remaining $7340 of 
the purse was paid to the 125s. 
Cooper netted $240 for his first moto 
win, and $170 for his second moto 
third, while Holland came up with 
a total of $360 for his 3-2 day. 


250cc 

Glover got the jump off the 
forward-drop start gate and grabbed 
gears on the downhill leading into 
the sweeping right-hand first turn. 
He came away with the lead followed 
by Ward, Kawasaki's Ron Lechien, 
Yamaha's Jeff Staton and Johnson. 


Johnson went over the top of Stanton 
on a jump, but then misjudged a line 
and fell back six places to 10th. The 
leaderboard read Glover, Ward and 
Lechien 1-2-3, Stanton alone in 
fourth, Honda's Jeff Leisk and 
Yamaha-supported Doug Dubach 5- 
6, with Fred Andrews and Shawn 
Kalos dicing for seventh place. 
Canadian Suzuki rider Ross Peder- 
son, Johnson, and Suzuki's Johnny 
O'Mara were closing the gap in 9- 
10-11. 

On lap three Ward pulled past 
Glover and began setting his own 
pace out front. Johnson was also. 
laying down snappy moves and came 
through the pack to fifth, with a bead 
on fourth-place Leisk. Stanton had 
dropped back to sixth, and Dubach 
tried to usea double jump to get past. 
Dubach almost fell in the next turn, 
and Stanton retained his spot. 

At the halfway point in the 30- 
minute plus two lap moto, Ward was 
alone out front. Johnson disposed of 
Leisk, then Lechien, then Glover, 
but when he got to second his charge 
receded. Ward maintained a comfor- 
table 24-second cushion lap after lap. 

At the finish it was Ward, John- 
son, Glover and Lechien. Stanton 
put on the afterburners and got by 
Leisk for fifth. Seventh was O'Mara, 
and eighth went to Kawasaki's Mike 
Fisher, who passed Dubach in the 
closing moments of the moto. 

"I wasn't planning on running 
any certain pace, but I kept it on 
when I could have slowed down," 
said Ward. “I didn't want my lead 
to shrink to 10 seconds, and then get 


‚ in trouble with a lapper and have 


Johnson win.” 

A new face showed the way in 
moto two when Dennis Hawthorne 
piloted his Kawasaki into the lead. 
Ward, Leisk and Glover were in hot 
pursuit. By lap two it was Ward and 
Glover 1-2, but then Johnson gained 
ground and moved to second by 
railing around Glover in a deep berm 
near the finish line. Johnson locked 
onto Ward’s pace and the pair broke 
free out front, while Leisk got the 
jump on Glover for third. Stanton 
had his own territory in fourth, and 
Hawthorne was leading Fisher in 
fifth. Lechien was coming off a bad 
start and used the outside line to get

around Suzuki rider Dean Matson for 
eighth. 

Four laps into the moto Johnson 
drove hard to an inside line and 
passed Ward on an uphill to take the 
lead. After the back section it was 
Ward once again leading, but John- 
son held it on longer down the front 
whoop straight and entered the 
finish line turn in. first. Ward 
repassed again, but Johnson used the 
same front straight to take the point 
position. The duo was wheel-to- 
wheel when Yamaha rider Robbie 
Taylor fell hard on the front straight, 
directly in front of the leaders. 
Luckily, both Ward and Johnson 
found a line by the downed lapper. 

Just when the volley was at its 
finest, Ward came over the big 
spectator double jump alone. He had 
25 seconds on second-place Glover, 
who had passed Leisk earlier in the 
race. Lechien was now in fourth, 
with Stanton in range in fifth. From 
there it was a half-lap to Fisher and 
O'Mara. 

“Тһе water ran out of my bike, 
right at the elbow where the fluid 
goes. into the cylinder, " said John- 
son. “Ті seizi 

Wardy kicked a leg high the final 
time. off the spectator jump, then 
idled in way ahead of Glover, Leisk, 
Lechien, Stanton and O'Mara, who 
had out-powered Fisher down the 
rough front straight. 

**Johnson's bike broke, but it felt 
great anyway,” said Ward. “Rick was 
looking at his bike, like something 
was dragging, and I went by. This 
series will probably go down to the 
last race, and you have to take 'em 
when you can get ‘em. I’m thankful 
for today, but I know I have to keep 
winning motos to stay out front." 

"Ricky really came blowing by 
Leisk and me, maybe that's why his 
bike tied up," said Glover, who came 
into the winner's circle with a roar 
of approval from the crowd. “I had 
really good starts, and it sure feels 
good to make it to the winner's circle. 
It’s been 11 years since I was at 
Sugartree; I rode a Trans-Am race 
here on a 250. The track was perfect, 
tacky all day long." 


125cc 
Holland, nursing a sore shoulder 
from the Tam) upercross, stuck 


his Honda in the lead in moto one. 








Kawasaki rider Larry Brooks, who 
had been living and training with 
Gary Bailey, moved into second. 
Suzuki's Donnie Schmit, returning 
after a back injury at the Dallas 
Supercross, was third, with Cooper 
fourth and Kawasaki's Jeff Matiase- 
vich in fifth. 

Schmit, then Cooper, moved by 
Brooks and got in sight of Holland. 
In fifth was Yamaha-support rider 
Mike LaRocco, but Matiasevich 
wasn't giving up the spot easily. 
Yamaha-supported Larry Ward 
made the trip all the way from 
Snohomish, Washington, and was 
running a tight seventh. 

On the next lap Cooper almost 
dumped the front end in a muddy 
section before an uphill, but he 
learned a lesson from the muck and 
used the same spot to pass Schmit 
on the next circuit. Cooper soon had 
a bead on Holland and used an 
outside line in the muddy section to 
grab the lead, but it was short-lived 
since Holland got back by almost 
immediately. 

By the halfway point it was Hol- 
land, Cooper and Schmit under a 
blanket, with Brooks 10 seconds 
back. Ward, Kehoe (who was riding 
with an injured hand from Tampa) 
and Bowen were 5-6-7. Then Mau- 
asevich went out of the race. 

"It was crazy. I must have pulled 
the radiator hose off on the parade 
lap, because the bike was steaming 
from the start and eventually froze 
up," explained Matiasevich. 

Holland pulled a slight cushion, 
but then Cooper closed the gap and 
passed down the front straight. 
Schmit also found the route by for 
second, but Holland maintained 
third to the finish. LaRocco was 
fourth, and both Ward and Bowen 
snuck by Brooks on the last lap for 
the 5-6 spots. 

“This cast оп my leg makes me 
miss the rear brakes now and then, 
but I'm still going pretty fast," said 
Cooper. “Т'уе won the first moto at 
Sugartree three years in a row, and 
now I just have to put two of 'em 
together." 

Cooper had the holeshot but Ward 
took it away in moto two. Holland, 
Schmit and Brooks were a tight 3- 
4-5, with Kehoe in sixth. Brooks went 
down hard over a big double-jump

and DNF, which left Kehoe with a 
clear shot at Schmit. He took it to 
pass for third on the next lap. Cooper 
got the best of Ward and retook the 
lead, and then both Holland and 
Kehoe moved past for second-third. 
Kehoe hammered past Holland in 
the whoops for second, and overtook 
Cooper in the same spot on the next 
lap. 

Тһе top four іп this race were all 
riding injured. Kehoe's hand, Coop- 
er's Ке Holland's shoulder апа 
Schmit's back were all factors, but 
all were putting pain aside in hopes 
of winning. Kehoe maintained his 
pace to win, and Holland slipped by 
Cooper for second right at the white 
flag. Schmit held fourth, Ward was 
fifth, and Suzuki's Ronnier Tichenor 
took sixth after setting up Kawasaki 
rider Chris Coleman and LaRocco, 
then passing them both in the same 
move. 

"I choked for two years, and I 
finally put it together!" said Cooper 
as he celebrated with his wife/ 
mechanic Jayni. “That youngster on 
a Yamaha (Ward) did well. He was 
blastin’ it trying to stay out front, 
and I was thinking about 30 minutes. 
I knew George would take me, even 








if he had to get rough, but I didn’t 
want any less than third.” 

“Man, you had some good lines. 
I can’t believe you can come back 
from a broken leg and ride like that," 
said Holland to Cooper. e

Magee edges Lawson 
in Spanish GP

“Га like to tell you something was 
wrong with the bike or tires," 
Lawson said. “But the fact is I got 
beat. I got outrode and it pissed me 
off. If someone other than myself had 
to win it I'm glad it was him." 

“Мо worries,” was the Australian 
cliche that the soft-spoken Magee 
responded with when asked about 
his finish. “It was the best result I 
could've hoped for.” 

Lawson's second place finish 
moves him three points ahead of 
Gardner, 52-49, in the World Cham- 
pionship 500cc point standings with 
Mackenzie third at 39, Magee's 
teammate Wayne Rainey — sixth 
today with ignition trouble — fourth 
with 33, and Sarron tied for fifth at 
31 with non-finisher Kevin Schwantz 
on the Team Pepsi Suzuki. 

Schwantz entered the race after 
fouling a spark plug on the start line, 
hoping that it would clear out. But 
it didn't and he retired on the 12th 
lap while running 15th. Mike Bald- 
win, on Italian Fabio Barchitta's 
Team Katayama Honda RS500 
spare, was another non-finisher. 
Having qualified 11th, first privat- 
eer, and ahead of the factory bikes 
of Yatsushiro, Haslam, McElnea, 
and Roche, Baldwin was in 12th and 
on the move on the ninth lap when 
his front brake failed without warn- 
ing going into a third-gear right- 
hander and he barreled off the track, 
unhurt but for a cut on the chin. 

А non-starter at Jarama was Cag- 
iva’s fading factory star Randy 
Mamola. After arriving in Madrid for 
the meeting, Mamola decided not to 
practice and on Saturday evening left 
the track for Italy where he was to 
meet with his Cagiva bosses. A press 
release was circulated which said that 
he wasn't “fully recovered" from his 
crash at Laguna Seca and that he 














would “certainly need to be in perfect 
shape for the Italian Grand Prix at 
Imola on May 22." It failed to 
mention whether he would be at the 
Portugese Grand Prix in a week's 
time at Jerez, in southern Spain. His 
spokesperson, Andrea Coleman, said 
it was a "combination of his head, 
the bike, and the tires." 

Spaniard Sito Pons was engulfed 
in a cloud of smoke from fireworks 
set off by the 100,000 strong crowd 
in celebration of his runaway 250cc 
GP win on the Campsa Honda. He 
led at midrace by over 12 seconds, 
but backed off to beat fellow Spa- 
niard Juan Garriga on the Ducados 
Yamaha by 7.5 seconds. Frenchman 
Jean-Paul Ruggia took third in his 
third outing on the Sonauto Gau- 
loises Blondes TZ250U Yamaha. The 
Parisienne-Elf Honda of Jacques 
Cornu was fourth and Masahiro 
Shimizu was fifth on the Ajinomoto 
Honda in his first race since crashing 
in practice for the Japanese GP. 

Pons stretches his lead in the 250cc 
title chase to 19 points — 54 to 35 
— over Cornu with Garriga moving 
into third with 33. World Champion 
Toni Mang, who fell in the first turn 
on the eighth lap today and failed 
to score a point, is fourth with 28, 
one ahead of Ruggia. 

Pons' countryman Jorge Martinez 
decimated the 125cc GP, racing his 
Derbi across the finish line close to 
18 seconds ahead of Honda-mounted 
Julian Miralles at the end of the 28- 
lap, 57.63-mile race. Honda Italy's 
Gastone Grassetti was third ahead of 
World Champion Fausto Gresini on 
the Garelli. 

With today's race being the first 
125cc Grand Prix of the season, 
Martinez leads the chase with 20 
points followed by Miralles' 17, 
Grassetti's 15, and Gresini's 13, 

Martinez wasn't as lucky in the 
80cc GP where he holds the World 
Championship. Krauser-mounted 
former World Champion Stefan 
Dorflinger averaged 73.46 mph in 
beating Martinez by over five seconds 
after 45.28 miles (22 laps) of racing. 
Martinez's Derbi teammate Alex 
Criville was third, two seconds 
behind, and 15 seconds ahead of 
Derbi-mounted Manuel Herreros. 

Since, like the 125cc class, this is 
the opening round for the 80s, the 
winners go to the top of the points 
table. 

At the top of the qualifying table 
after the four timed practice sessions 
was the surprising Magee with a lap 
of 1:27.148 minutes, averaging 86.261 
mph over the 2.06 mile Circuito 
Permanente del Jarama. Lawson was 
.204 seconds back in second, followed 
by Sarron, Gardner on the first 
Honda, and at the other end of the 
five-man front row of the grid, 
Rainey. In all, the top seven riders 
were on the same second. 

Magee did his fast lap in the third 
session, on his 59th of 78 total 
qualifying laps. They tried to 
improve for the fourth session, but 
were over a second slower. 

"We had some chatter right in 
mid-corner just before you get the 
throttle on," Magee began in 
explaining what he was trying to 
work out in the final session. “It’s 
in the uphill left before the bridge 
and the downhill left before the 
double right. We played around with 
the front suspension and almost got 
it out. We'd make it right for those 
places then it would be wrong for 
a different area." After the session he 
said they "learned the old stuff was 
better," adding, “It doesn't matter 
what side of the front row you're оп.” 

Front end troubles claimed a 
number of riders with several losing 
theirs and crashing during practice. 
Ron Haslam ground the front swin- 
garm on the Elf 5 and was pitched

off in the final session. Kevin 
Schwantz fell in the slow left-hander 
trying to avoid another rider. Sarron 
fell twice injuring his ankle, knee, 
and neck. Yatsushiro fell in a right- 
hand turn after losing the front end 
and Yamaha factory rider Tadahiko 
Taira, making one of his rare Euro- 
pean appearances, was flung into a 
stack of trackside, tires, injuring his 
ankle and preventing him from 
racing. World Champion Gardner 
fell when he was high-sided in the 


first session in a slow uphill hairpin 


when he spun a cold tire. 

“I think it's been coming for а 
couple of races. Once I got it out of 
my system I went out and went a 
second a lap quicker. It's part of the 
mental difficulty of being World 
Champion," Gardner said. The 
Honda riders, Gardner in particular, 
were experiencing wheelspin and 
brake problems. А cobbed-up air 
scoop from a Honda road bike was 
added to the front brakes to force cool 
air onto the disc rotors and Gardner 
moved his seat for better weight 
distribution in controlling the 
wheelspin. He also changed the gear 
ratios so that he could use the lower 
part of the powerband and prevent 
the rear tire from spinning. 

Lawson was also plagued with 
problems in qualifying and it was 
his 75th of 77 qualifying laps that 
netted him second fastest time. 

“We started out with carb prob- 
lems and that ruined us for two 
sessions. I knew I wouldn't qualify 
that well, but I'll be ready for the 
race. We're trying to get the front end 
worked out so we can ride over the 
bumps. The whole track needs to be 
resurfaced. We don't have a lot of 
grip. Last year it was much hotter 
here. I don't think anyone is pre- 
pared for the surface or tempera- 
ture," Lawson said. 

Rainey tried to prepare for the race 
by running a full fuel load and race 
setup in the final session, only two- 
10ths of a second slower than his 
previous best of 1:27.756 in the third 
session. 

“Т think we'll be okay. We're 
within half a second. I don't think 
the race will be that fast. It will be 
high 28s, low 29s," Rainey said. He 
also said that he'd changed to a 
different profile front tire to control 
chattering problems that he'd been 
having. 

Sixth-fastest qualifier was 
Schwantz who posted his best time 
of 1:28.087 minutes after switching 
back to a bias-ply front tire from a 
radial for Saturday’s sessions. “Еуеп- 
tually, I']] put it on, but the radial 
squirms more,” the Texan said. “Т 
had to put the cross ply on for 
confidence. I need to go somewhere 
and test the bike for a week with the 
front radial." One of his other 














problems in Friday’s practice was 
that a mechanic had mistakenly put 
two fourth-gears in the transmission 
of his Suzuki RGV500. 

Mackenzie was seventh fastest after 
falling off while trying a new front 
tire. He believed that if you pushed 
the front end you could get around 
the track quickly and he was trying 
to find his limit. This year he said 
he’s not riding on the front brake 
as much or using the front tire to 
slow the machine. 

Didier de Radiques, Lawson’s 
teammate, was a surprise eighth- 
fastest. The surprise wasn’t that he 
was eighth-fastest, but that he’d had 
carpal tunnel surgery to clean out 
the nerve passageways in both wrists 
on the Monday prior to the race. He 
said that he’d had a problem with 
losing the feeling in his fingers at 
Laguna Seca and, after consulting a 
physician, but no one on the Agos- 
tini team, he had the surgery done. 

Following de Radigues was Taira, 
Chili, who also crashed in practice, 
Baldwin, and the practice crashing 
trio of Yatsushiro, Haslam, and a 
non-confident Rob McElnea. 

McElnea had good reason to be 
despondent. In addition to yet 
another crash, McElnea's Suzuki was 
the slowest factory bike on top speed 
peaking at 158.457 mph. Mackenzie's 
HB Honda was fastest at 167.778 
followed by Gardner's Rothmans 
Honda and Rainey's Roberts Lucky 
Strike Yamaha, tied at 166.535, then 
Lawson and Haslam, Chili, and 
Magee at 164.05. 

Lawson got such a good start in 
the 37-lap, 76.14-mile race that he 
was later protested by Honda. But 
the protest was disallowed. But while 
Lawson was jetting off, Magee 
caught himself creeping and was 
pulling the bike backwards when the 
green light flashed. 

Sull, he was fifth exiting the 
double right-hand at turn one 
behind Lawson, Cagiva's Raymond 
Roche, HB Honda's Pier Francesco 
Chili, and Gardner. Just behind were 
Sarron, Haslam on the Elf 5 Honda, 
and de Radigues. Both Rainey and 
Schwantz got midpack starts due to 
equipment failure. 

Rainey noticed in the morning 
practice session that his machine 
wasn't running right so the carbure- 
tion was richened. But the problem 
was the ignition black box and 
Rainey couldn't rev the bike past 
11,100, well below its normal 12,200 
red-line. “It feels like I'm carrying 
10 gallons of gas," Rainey said. 

Sarron was quickly into second 
with Gardner third, Magee fourth, 
Chili fifth, Rainey sixth, and Roche 
seventh ahead of Haslam, de 
Radigues, Mackenzie, Yatsushiro, 
McEInea, and Baldwin. 

By the sixth lap it was Lawson

ahead of Gardner, Sarron, Magee, 
Rainey, Chili, MacKenzie and 
Roche. Roche fell back into a quintet 
with Yatsushiro, Haslam, Baldwin, 
and Mackenzie a lap later before the 
pack began to spread out. First 
Baldwin went down trying to move 
into ninth, then, when the leaders 
began to hit traffic, the top 10 split 
into several duets. 

Lawson was leading Magee out 
front, but with Magee having turned 
his fastest lap of 1:28.902 on the 
eighth lap he was clearly attacking. 
Gardner was a safe third after Sarron 
decided not to press too diligently. 

“When Wayne went past me I saw 
his bike was a bit faster than mine," 
Sarron explained. “1 realized that to 


* beat him I would have to ride very 


hard and I decided to ride safe. My 
neck, ankle, and knee still hurt from 
the practice crash and I didn't have 
the confidence to push too hard."

By the midway point the Lawson- 
Magee fight had moved them close 
to seven seconds ahead of Gardner, 
who was being pressed by a resurgent 
Sarron, who passed him, briefly, a 
lap later. The World Champion soon 
regained his composure, however, 
and moved permanently into third 
on lap 20. 

The Australian was fighting brake 
problems similar to those suffered at 
U.S. GP a few weeks earlier at 
Laguna Seca. 

“One lap I pulled the brake in up 
to a quarter-lever and the next lap 
it used the full lever. I thought 
something was wrong. I wasn’t sure 
what was happening so I slowed up. 
Christian came by and I waited a 
while and with 10 or 15 laps to go 
I took off," said the World 
Champion. 

Lap 21 and Magee went inside a 
group of slower riders in the double 
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Toni Mang (1), who later crashed, leads Jacques Cornu (9), Reinhold 
Roth, Masahiro Shimizu, Donnie McLeod (24) and Juan Garriga (1 1:

left while Lawson tried the outside 
and lost the lead. Gardner would 
hold a solitary third to the end ahead 
of Sarron whose fate in fourth would 
be the same. Not so for fifth where 
MacKenzie, after dicing with Chili 
was approaching Rainey, who he'd 
pass near the two-thirds mark of the 
race. | 

“I figured I could catch Wayne 
from the pit board signals," Mack- 
enzie said. “Тһе rear was spinning 
after about 10 laps, but it was real 
consistent. For sure if I was with the 
rest at the start I could've stayed with 
them." 

Rainey said that he was compen- 
sating for the duff engine by riding 
harder and putting it on its side 
more. "It sounded like I was short- 
shifting, but I shifted when the 
power would go off.” 

On the same lap that Rainey was 
moved permanently to sixth, Law- 
son got past Magee briefly by out- 
braking him at the end of the front 
straightaway. Magee, whose effort- 
less riding style is deceiving — much 
like Lawson's — waited for three laps 
before retaking the lead for good 10 
laps from the end. Lawson would 
shadow Magee for the final laps 
unable to make a pass. On the last 
lap he was blocked by Haslam and 
Yatsushiro, who'd ignored a blue 
flag to move over, and the race was 
over. But Lawson was making no 
excuses. 

“T followed him (Magee) for three 
or four laps but couldn't get by him. 
He was going in and out of the last 
corner onto the front straightaway 
way faster than I was," Lawson said. 








Lawson finished .526 seconds 
back, but 11 ahead of Gardner whose 
race setup proved inadequate. 

“On the last lap it shook its head 
and I almost went off the track,” 
began Gardner. “We had a new 
profile rear and it was the first time 
I used it in a race. 

“15 just not working this year at 
the moment. There are plenty more 
races and I just have to wait until 
Honda gets it right,"he added. 

Sarron would take fourth ahead of 
Mackenzie, with Rainey sixth, Chili 
sevénth, and de Radiguez eighth. 
Yatsushiro was ninth and Haslam 
rounded out the top 10. 

Chili said that the vibration from 
his engine had caused his right hand 
to go numb and de Radigues, 
although not bothered by stitches 
from surgery in both wrists, was the 
victim of a wrong tire choice. His 
own. 

“The tires were too hard. Не 
(Chili) had a good tire. I had a 
terrible tire. It's my fault. It was my 
choice," the Belgian rider said. 

Haslam's problem was that the 
bar-mounted adjusting lever for the 
electronic power valve fell off. 
“There was nothing I could do," he 
said. 

The circuit now travels south to 
Jerez, in southern Spain, and, 
although Gardner dominated last 
year's race, the Yamahas are looking 
forward to using their superiority in 
traction and braking there. It may 
be until the rounds at Imola and the 
Nurburgring that the Hondas get a 
chance to run in front. 

Magee, for one, isn't worried.

"We'll just have to wait and see what 
the rest of them are like.” 

Sito Pons may have realized some- 
thing while getting beaten by Jimmy 
Filice at Laguna Seca that has 
changed the way he approaches 
racing. He realized that instead of 
waiting five or 10 laps to get up to 
speed he'd go from the light and 
leave the rest of the field behind, 
which is what he did at Jarama. 

Pons got the holeshot and just 
behind him Carlos Cardus lost 
control of his machine going into 
turn one, and his helmet was 
knocked off as he hit the ground. He 
was taken to the hospital with a 
fractured skull, but was conscious. 

Тһе result of Cardus' crash was 
that the field had to slow to avoid 
him and Pons made a clean break. 
By the fifth of 31 laps he had a 7.51- 
second lead over Rothmans Honda's 
Toni Mang, Parisienne Honda's 
Jacques Cornu, HB Honda's Rein- 
hold Roth, Masehiro Shimizu, rid- 
ing with a sore wrist, Juan Garriga, 
and 7 Up's Donnie McLeod. Pons 
was lapping in the mid 1:30s and 
would drop the mark to 1:30.218 
minutes, on his fastest lap, the 10th. 

Mang fell in turn one оп the eighth 
lap while battling with Roth. “I just 
turned the power on too hard," he 
said. 

Lavado was out on the same lap 
when he lost third gear on his 
YZR250 Venemotos Yamaha.  . 

By lap 10 it was Pons ahead of 
Roth, Garriga, Cornu, Shimizu, and 
Ruggia. Loris Reggiani on the 
factory Aprilia was moving up, but 
would drop out on the 16th lap, two 
laps later than Dominique Sarron's 
retirement. 

Pons' biggest lead of over 12 
seconds came near the halfway point 
in the 63.8 mile race. Garriga bad 
moved into second on the 10th lap 
with Roth holding off Cornu for 
fourth. 

By the 15th lap it was Pons, 
Garriga on the Ducados YZR- 
Yamaha, one of only three, with 
Cornu ahead of Ruggia, Shimizu. 
Roth would fade when the injuries 
he suffered this winter got the best 
of him and would finish sixth. 
Ruggia actually passed him on the 
I9th lap with Cornu by a lap later 
and Shimizu into fifth on the 20th 
lap setting the top six. Marlboro 
Team Agostini's Luca Cadalora 
would finish seventh ahead of 
McLeod, Hein Gerecke's Martin 
Wimmer and Manfred Herweh. 

Pons admitted that the crash at the 
beginning made it easier for him. “1 
was able to open up a lead and then 
I kept on the pressure until I was 
well in front. The only problem I 








had was near the end when the rear 
tire went off a little so I slowed but 
I had plenty of time." 

Garriga, who was second here last 
year in the Portugese Grand Prix, 
said, “When Cardus crashed I was 
right behind and suddenly there he 
was lying in the road in front of my 
bike with no helmet on. I hit the 
brakes and swerved off the track. I 
got going again, but for two or three 
laps I couldn't concentrate." 

Ruggia's best Grand Prix ride yet 
earned him a spot on the podium. 
“I knew I had а-сһапсе in this race 
because with a production bike the 
short circuits suit me better. During 
the last few laps I could see Garriga 
in front of me, but my back tire. was 
obviously tired, so I kept the pace 
to grab this third spot." e

Round 2 


Nicoll nips Thorpe 
in Switzerland

England's Kurt Nicoll and Dave Thorpe 
resumed their battle for top gun at the Swiss 
GP with Nicoll edging last week's double- 


moto winner Thorpe by virtue of a second- 


moto win. 

Тһе riders traded 1-4 perfor- 
mances to tie in overall points 
for the day, however, Team 
Honda's Thorpe still maintains his 


10 point advantage over Kawasaki's 
Nicoll in the championship point 
standings. 

It was only in the final lap of 
racing that the English duo raced to

their final overall positions on the 
rostrum as Holland's Kees Van der 
Ven, reviving KTM's fortunes, 
stormed past Jacky Vimond to deny 
the Frenchman the overall win after 
a sensational comeback to GP action 
by the Yamaha star. 

Vimond led both extremely dusty 
races from the first lap and only 
surrendered to Thorpe 1n race one, 
and to Nicoll and Van der Ven in 
the closing laps of race two. It was 
a magnificent performance from a 
тап. who had been taken to the 
hospital one week earlier in Sitten- 
dorf with leg injuries. 

Spectators looked on in aghast as 
Vimond, fastest in training, chose a 
position on the unfavorable left-hand 
side of the start gate, but the French- 
man chose correctly to power the 
YZM Yamaha into an immediate 
lead. That meant that he was the only 
one in the race who could see the 
track in the early laps. 

'"Unbelievable," said Nicoll 
regarding the track’s dust problem. 
“T never even got out of second gear 
on the first lap. You could see 
absolutely nothing.”’ 

Hakan Carlqvist said between 
motos, “Тһеу either water the track 
before the Junior race, or we don’t 
start race two. I have spoken to David 
(Thorpe) and Kurt (Nicoll), and they 
agree. We are risking our lives out 
there: Some riders cast caution to the 
wind on the first lap and I Jost several 
places, but I’m too old to take such 
risks!" 

One of the riders who was driving 
blind and going faster than he cared 
to was Thorpe. 

“I took more risks in those first 
few laps than I ought to have to take 
in my entire career," said Thorpe, 


-"but I knew it was necessary if I 


wanted to have a chance of winning. 
I was just praying that there was 
going to be no one laying on the 
ground when I went off the jumps, 
because it was impossible to see. I 
don't want to have to do that again, 
but I want my title back.. 

"It would help if I could get good 
starts," said Thorpe, “but I just 
cannot get used to these backward- 
falling start gates. I'm so afraid of 
hitting them because I know that if 
I do, I will be dead last. At least from 
20th, I still have a chance." 

Indeed he had. The 25-year-old 
HRC rider battled from such a lowly 
start to eighth place after two laps, 
and two laps later he was past 
Mervyn Anstie for third. In front of 
him were Vimond and Dietmar 
Lacher. 

The German Lacher, who had 
shown tremendous speed on his 








500cc GP debut in Sittendorf one 
week earler, was riding as immac- 
ulately as ever, but admitted after the 
race, “1 haven't been able to practice 
all week because of my shoulder and 
I started to feel the pain again after 
20 minutes. Fortunately, I now have 
some tablets to prevent my forearms 
going numb, but I don't know if I 
will be able to make it to the finish 
in race two." 

But having only given way to the 
mighty Thorpe to finish third, the 
22-year-old German 125cc Cham- 
pion could say with pride, “Now I 
have proved I am a real man with 
a third place in a 500cc GP. I'm now 
called Dietmar. Didi is behind me 
at last." 

Thorpe passed the German after 
20 minutes, but was a full 17 seconds 
behind Vimond and wondered to 
himself if he could catch up. 

“T kept pulling back a second here 
and a second there, and 1 figured that 
if I got close enough Jacky would 
start to panic,” said Thorpe. “When 
Igotitdown to six seconds, he started 
looking back and I knew I had him. 
Once I had dived past on the inside 
on a downhill, he settled for second 
place." 

"I was having some problems 
holding the bike on that particular 
section of the track," said Vimond. 
“Т often got into a wobble there, and 
it was clear that I had no hope to 
repass David, so I had to settle for 
second.” 

Lacher maintained third to the 
finish and it was Nicoll who even- 
tually took fourth at the head of a 
string of riders who had fought long 
and hard with only the front man 
able to see anything because of dust. 

“Т had no idea what the positions 
were in front of me, as I came 
through except for the man right in 
front of me," said Nicoll. ““ТҺе dust 
was awful. I think I could have 
finished higher if we had not been 
grouped together. That made it even 
worse." 

Anstie had been the initial leader 
of the group, but dropped. back 
gradually to sixth. 

"T was feeling a bit nervous after 
last week and my riding was a little 
tense," said Anstie. “Kurt had a neat 
line to pass me on the inside and 
Erik (Geboers) had seen it. I tried to 
keep him back but he just went even 
tighter and got through.” 

Fifth was not the performance 
which was expected from Belgian's 
Geboers, who struggled to come to 
terms with the track, while insisting 
that the shoulder he injured in the 
spring is not a problem. 

Van der Ven came a long way

through the pack to finish in Anstie's 
wheeltracks and Carlqvist, who 
condemned the condition of the track 
as dangerous because the dust res- 
tricted vision to a few feet, claimed 
eighth. 

'The promised track watering 
before the second moto was too little. 
Despite promises to water half of the 
track, only one downhill was soaked. 
After lengthy discussions on the start 
line by the top riders, they agreed 
to start. The watered dowhill was to 
play a prominent role in the first lap 
happenings. 

With Vimond once again quickly 
into the lead, he stormed past Clau- 
dio De Carli, Thorpe was sitting in 
a comfortable seventh with Nicoll in 
his wheeltracks. But Anstie was right 
in front of Thorpe. 

"Im embarrassed to have to say 

this, but a fellow Englishman rode 
rather crazily on the first lap," 
Thorpe said. “We were all taking it 
carefully on the watered section of 
the track which was now extremely 
slippery, except for Mervyn (Anstie). 
He lost control and took me down. 
Another rider was unable to avoid 
me. That is why my shirt is ripped 
to ribbons. From then on it was just 
hard work.” 
* Eyewitness Nicoll: “Mervyn just 
lost control as David took a line 
inside him. The impact kept Mervyn 
on and David went down.” 

But for Nicoll, the sight of the 
crash meant he needed no signals to 
tell him that Thorpe was way back 
in the pack and the chance of 20 
points was there. 

He completed the first lap 10th, 
and advanced to sixth on lap three 
by passing Anstie. Lacher fell and 
soon retired with the strains of the 
first race telling on him after an 
excellent start in fourth place. 

Vimond, once again, escaped from 
the pack as Nicoll set about catching 
the Kawasaki trio of Dolce, De Carli 
and Geukens after a fall for fifth- 
placed Carlqvist had gifted Nicoll 
one place. 

Carla then had to stop to 
straighten the bars before a final 
powerful charge took him back from 
outside the first 15 to 10th. 

When the lesser rivals wilted in the 
heat as the race went into its second 
half, Nicoll took over second place 
with four laps to ride. Vimond had 
а 10-second lead, but that was halved 
within a lap. 





“1 was getting very tired towards 
the end," admitted Vimond. 

“Опсе I had Jacky in my sights, 
I knew the race was mine as he was 
starting to make a lot of mistakes," 
Nicoll said. “I passed him at the same 
place where David had gone past in 
the first гасе.’ 

But still the overall would go to 
Vimond as it was clear that even a 
great fight back from Thorpe was not 
going to take him to the third he 
needed for the overall. 

Van der Ven, however, was charg- 
ing hard from 15th on lap one. In 
a dramatic final lap the Dutchman 
used his head to get past Vimond's 
Yamaha. 

“There was a jump before the 
double which was throwing the 
others high into the air," Van der 
Ven said. “1 lifted the front wheel 
on the approach and flattened the 
jump. While Jacky was losing time 


in the air, I had the rear wheel back . 


on the ground and raced away. I used 
the same technique when I beat 
Thorpe at Gaildorf in 1985 at the 
Nations race.” 

Vimond's fairytale GP win disap- 
peared as he totaled just one point 
less than Nicoll, and with Thorpe 
charging past Geukens on the final 
lap, the Frenchman dropped to third 
overall. 

While Nicoll was delighted with 
his win, Thorpe was frustrated with 
his defeat: “Т don’t ever like to lose, 
but I particularly don’t like it when 
Kurt and Kawasaki are those who 
beat me,” Thorpe said. 

HRC teammate Geboers had 
another frustrating moto. He hit the 
start gate and was dead last, and 
could only recover to ninth at the 
finish, running in the middle of the 
six-man, high-speed train which 
crossed the finish line. 

"It was my own fault at the start," 
said Geboers. "It's another not-so- 
good day, but Jobe had only a couple 
more points than my total after two 
GPs last year.” 

Kurt Ljungqvist finally started to 
show some good form to finish 
seventh ahead of Jared Smith, who 
proved that his first moto show was 
no fluke after his non-qualification 
in Austria. 

Mark Banks had again been in the 
leaderboard battle until he collided 
with an out-of-control Geboers in 
the second half of the race. 











Suzuki rider Jeremy Whatley went 
1-4 for the 250cc overall. 


“Erik was right out of control,” 


Banks said. “Не went into Anstie and 
then bounced off into me." Banks 
was a lonely 15th at the finish. 

Anstie had gradually dropped 
back from a good start to finish 13th. 
"I was struggling with lines. It 
wasn't a good race for me but at least 
I scored,” he said. 

For America the weekend was one 
to forget. 

Billy Liles had a big crash in 
qualification on Saturday and 
wrenched his left shoulder. Despite 
massages from a specialist, Liles had 
to pull out of the second race, leaving 
a battle with teammate Franco Rossi 
for the final points with a seized 
motor in race one. 

Goat Breker just. wanted to forget 
the whole thing.

I know І can ride the same pace as 
the leaders, but not with the bike the 
way it is. I've got a real shock over 
here. The guys race at an amazing 
speed in qualification. That is so 
hard. They just ride wide open and 
hang on to make the fast lap time. 
And the tracks are so varied. I 
understand now why the results 
change from week to week. 

Breker struggled to 30th in race 
one, having been lapped at the 
halfway stage, before pulling out of 
the second. “I got lapped again, but 
then I stayed with Vimond for a lap 
before crashing.

out front in France 
SALINDRES, FRANCE, APR. 17 
Britain's Jeremy Whatley 


scored the overall win in the 
opening round of the 250cc 


Grand Prix season at Salindres . 


on the French Riviera. Whatley 
wasn't considered a pre-race favorite 
since he had competed only once in 
pre-season international races, but 
when the gate dropped for moto one 
Whatley erased all doubts as he went 
from start to finish with the lead. A 





fourth in moto two gave the Eng- 
lishman the overall victory. 

Reigning 125cc World Champion 
John Van den Berk proved that he 
will be a threat on the larger ma- 
chines as he took runner-up honors 
with a pair of thirds. Local favorite 
Yannig Kervella combined 2-7 scores 
for third overall. Rodney Smith was 
the top American at fifth overall 
behind Gisuseppe Andreanni. 

The win puts Whatley at the top 
of the points standings with 33 
points, three ahead of Van den Berk. 

Several of the top contenders were 
knocked out of the running before 
Sunday's race even began. Yamaha's 
Rob Herring, riding with a plastic 
cast on his injured left wrist and a 
left ankle injury heavily taped after 
jamming it under the footpeg during 
Saturday's training, Herring strug- 
gled for 13th in moto one then retired 
іп race two, not to return until the 
fourth round in Czechoslovakia. 

American Ricky Ryan, Marc Vel- 
keneers and Michele Fanton were 
elimated in Saturday's wet and cold 
training sessions, and former world 
champ Heinz Kinigadner broke his 
hand in timed training. 

When the gate dropped for the 
start of the first moto, Heron Suzu- 
ki's Whatley sprang to the front 
ahead of Gert-Jan Doorn, Roland 
Diepold, Van den Berk and Kervella. 
A few turns from the start former 
125cc World Champion Pekka Veh- 
konen collided with another rider 
over a tabletop jump and tumbled 
off his factory Cagiva. He recovered 
and charged back for five laps until 
he had to pit to free a sticking throttle 
and finally finished 18th. Another 
early casualy was КТМ” Peter 
Hansson, who crashed and was 
carried off with a suspected broken 
leg. i 

Out front Whatley was getting 
pressure from уап Doorn, whose 
works Cagiva developed a leaky oil 
seal which eventually forced him 
out. Kervella had charged up and 
took second when van Doorn retired, 
while Diepold, Van den Berk and 
Adriano Ferrarini diced for third. 
Ferrarini eventually wrestled the 
position away and was attacking 
Kervella, but with one lap to go he 
crashed off an uphill jump. Whatley 
took the win ahead of Kervella and 
Van den Berk, while Peter Dirckx 
moved up to take fourth from Soren 
Mortensen. 

Van den Berk grabbed the early 
lead in moto two. À first-turn pileup 
claimed Farranini and broke the leg 
of New Zealand's Darryll King, who 
was making his Grand Prix debut 
and finished 11th in the first moto. 
Vehkonen fell again on lap two, 
dropped to the back of the pack then 
fought back to 11th at the end. 

Rodney Smith, who had crashed 
out of seventh in the first round, took 
the lead from Van den Berk 20 
minutes into the 45-minute moto. 
But it was 30-year-old Andreani who 
forced his young rivals aside to take 
the point and hold off several chal- 
lenges by his rivals to take the win. 
Van Doorn made a charge late in the 
race, but a rock in the eye slowed 
him drastically. Whatley passed the 
injured Van Doorn, who fought off 
Jorgen Nilsson, then closed to 
within three seconds of Van den 
Berk. At the finish it was Andreanni 
taking the checkers first followed by 
Smith, while Van den Berk kept 
Whatley behind him for third. ә

Bally introduces 
Blackwater 100 
pinball machine

Bally, the world’s largest 
manufacturer of pinball 
machines, and Dave Coombs, 
the man behind the infamous 
Blackwater 100, have teamed up to 
produce the Blackwater 100 pinball 
machine, loosely based on the race 
of the same name. 

'The machine is the brainchild of 
Dennis Nordman, a motorcyclist and 
Bally employee, who participated in 
the Blackwater 100 in 1977 and 1978. 
Nordman said he wanted to put a 
little back into the sport he enjoyed 
and thought that a pinball machine 
featuring the Blackwater would be 
a good way to do that. 

Suzuki graphics are emblazoned 
on the front of the machine and 
along the sides, and many after- 
market companies' logos, such as 
Boyesen, Klotz, Scott, Shoei, Gear 
Racewear and O'Neal, are also 
featured on “‘billboards’’ inside the 
machine. The AMA has its logo on 
a billboard as well, and the phone 
number of the AMA's new member 
hotline is also included. Coombs said 
that the logos on the machine appear 
as a "thank you” to all the sponsors 
of his National Cross Country Series 
and һе had asked Bally to include 
them. 

Joe Colombero, press relations 
manager at American Suzuki Motor 
Corporation, is glad to see Bally get 
involved in the motorcycle industry, 
even in this small way. 





"Having a company from outside 
the motorcycle industry, such as 
Bally, get involved is something that 
we feel will help the sport," Colom- 
bero said. “Hopefully this will help 
get kids interested in motorcycles and 
draw new people into the sport." 

Coombs feels the pinball machine 
is something dealers could use to 
help get customers into their shops. 

“Most of the successful dealers I 
see are the ones who have something 
other than motorcycles in the show- 
room," said Coombs. ““They have 
videos people can watch and I think 
that the pinball machine fits in with 
that.” 

Coombs also said he hopes that 
Bally’s involvement may lead to 
other projects with the company in 
the future. Bally owns a casino in 
Atlantic City, New Jersery, and 
Coombs said he is hoping that he 
can get together with Bally to 
organize a beach race, such as those 
held in Europe, along the Boardwalk 
in Atlantic City, sometime in the 
future. 

The machine will be distributed 
to arcades around the U.S. and will 
also be found in Bally’s Aladdin’s 
Castle fun centers in shopping malls, 
giving motorcyclists and non- 
motorcyclists alike a chance to “ride” 
the Blackwater 100 for 25¢. 

The game itself is different from 
the normal pinball machines most 
people are used to. The Blackwater 
game features three balls in play at 
the same time, which are released 
from a starting gate when the game 
begins. 

The machine has a three-level 
playing field and emits realistic 
motorcycle sounds and authentic 
crowd noises to add a little bit of 
flavor from the Blackwater race. 9

First ride on KTM's 
H20-cooled 4-stroke 
motocrosser 


By Kit Palmer 


Building a big-bore four-stroke that’s 
competitive against powerful, lightweight 
and quick handling two-stroke motocrossers 
is no easy task, but KTM feels it’s got the 


machine that'll put the two- 
strokes to shame — the water- 
cooled 600cc LC4 MX. 

КТМ gave us the chance to 


ride the first production LC4 four- 
stroke 600cc MXer brought into the 
country during an exclusive one-day 
riding session, and here’s what we 
found out. 

Starting the KTM can be a chal- 
lenge in itself. If done correctly, 
however, the KTM fires to life rather 
easily, but you must follow a stand- 
ard starting procedure. When the 
KTM is cold, it’s best to lean the bike 
over until gas starts dripping out of 
the overflow. Then raise the bike 
upright and turn on the choke and 
pull in the compression release lever 
on the handlebars. With the com- 
pression release lever in, kick 
through about 10 times, then let out 
the compression release lever and 
find top dead center (TDC). Then 
pull back in the compression release 
lever and push down on the kick- 
starter until the piston reaches just 
past TDC. Let go of the compression 
release and return the kickstarter to 


its upright position, then give it a 
healthy and smooth kick without 
giving the KTM any throttle. 

When the KTM 1s hot, you don't 
need to lean the bike over or use the 
choke, but the rest of the procedure 
is the same. The key to the whole 
starting ritual is to never give it any 
throttle as you kick it over. When 
the motor's hot it'll usually start on 
the first or second kick. 

Тһе КТМ is rather loud once it's 
running but has a low and clean 
tone. It sounds powerful. 

And it is. 

Тһе LC4 has an awesome motor. 
It’s very potent off the bottom, 
especially when powering out of 
turns — the power hits hard and 
pulls hard, throwing up showers of 


dirt as it roosts through the berms. : 


Gear selection is important because 
you don't want to over-rev the motor, 
or it will lose power noticeably. It's 
best to almost bog the motor going 
into the turn then wick the throttle 
оп (a quick fan of the clutch 
wouldn't hurt), and the handlebars 
will almost rip out of your hands 
when the rear tire hooks up. 


Powering down the straights is 
good, but the KTM doesn't really 
liked to be revved compared to a two- 
stroke. It likes to be shifted just past 
the middle of the powerband, a little 
sooner than big-bore two-strokes. 

Тһе LC4 uses the exact same 
transmission as the KTM 350cc two- 
stroke motor and it works well. Gear 
ratios seems spread out to suit the 
powerband, but missed shifts did 
happen. The transmission is reluc- 
tant to go into neutral while idling 
at a stop with the clutch pulled in. 
The КТМ has to be rolling before 
it will slip into neutral. 

Тһе clutch itself works well and 


smoothly, and it requires at least two 
fingers to pull in the clutch lever. 

'The White Power suspension on 
the KTM we rode, which KTM reps 
said was totally box stock, worked 
extremely well. Both the front and 
rear suspension soaked. up bumps 
without excessive kicking, despite 
KTM's claimed dry weight of 255.7 
pounds, which is rather light for a 
big-bore four-stroke. 

Even though the KTM is, no 
matter how you look at, on the heavy 
side, it doesn't really feel much 
porkier than a CR500. For a heavy 
motocrosser, the KTM isn't difficult 
to throw around thanks to its good

suspension, narrow layout and com- 
fortable ergonomics. 

Our day on the KTM was spent 
almost entirely on one of the gnar- 
liest, roughest, whooped-out, hard- 
packed tracks we know of and, 
although we didn't have another 
bike to directly compare the KTM 
to, we felt we could ride the KTM 
around the track just as fast as we 
could on any two-stroke big-bore 
MXer; maybe even faster since four- 
stroke power is easier to manage on 
slick, hard-packed ground than 
explosive two-stroke power. 

But the extra weight is noticeable 
and we worked up quite a sweat on 
the KTM. Most of the weight is felt 
when landing off jumps and in the 
turns, though strong power and 
smooth-working suspension helps 
make the extra pounds seem less 
noticeable. 

Jumping the KTM is extremely 
fun. It launches off the jumps evenly 
and remains very stable in the air. 
Touchdowns were more cushy than 
we expected. With a rather light 160 
pound rider on board, we never 
bottomed either end, and the initial 
part of wheel travel didn't feel overly 
stiff, either. Again, suspension was 
extremely good. 

We had no problems slowing the 
big KTM for the turns. Both the front 
and rear discs were extremely pow- 
erful but not the least bit grabby. 

In the short time we had on the 








KTM, we liked the LC4 very much 
and would like to spend many more 
hours on it. It seems to have the 
motor needed to win races against 
the two-strokes, as well as the 
suspension. And its $4100 price tag 
isn't out of the park. е

Holley hammers 
Houston UltraCross

Yamaha's Jim Holley used an incredible 
come-from-behind ride to claim his first 
UltraCross victory of the season at round 
four of the Mickey Thompson Off-Road 


Championship Grand Prix in | bling his series points lead over 
20 the Houston Astrodome, dou- second place Tommy Watts. 


Jeff Mabery led the main until Holley got by, then on the final straight 
lost second when a lapped rider fell over on him. He finished fourth. 


As in past MTGP events, the 
UltraCross format put 12 rows of two 
riders on the starting grid. Grid 
positions were determined in timed 
qualifiers, with the faster riders 
starting in one of the middle rows. 
Passing points are awarded to those 
riders who better their starting 
positions and hold onto them at the 
finish. Bonus points are given to the 
four fastest qualifiers to avoid the 
threat of sandbagging and are con- 
tributed to the overall series 
championship. 

During the timed qualifiers, 
AXO/VP Racing Fuels/Scott/ 
Shoei/Pro Circuit-sponsored Kent 
Howerton posted the fastest quali- 
fying time at 29.730 seconds. Watts 
was the runner-up with a 29.811 lap 
over Billy Whitley’s 30.417 time. 

Holley would have been third with 
his 30.166 second effort, but he was 
docked two seconds for not qualify- 
ing in his allotted time slot. Costly 
time spent changing cylinders 
between practice and qualifying 
were cause for the penalty. 

As the riders lined up for the heat 
race, Andy Bradshaw and Tracy 
Bachman were gridded in the front 
row. But when the green flag 
dropped, Dennis Hawthorne came 
out of row two and holeshot Scott 
Chesser, Bradshaw, Bachman and 
Terry Tinney. Holley, who started 
in one of the back rows, quickly shot 
into eighth after passing several 
riders in the first turn while Kawa- 
saki/DeVol/Maxima/Scott/Dun- 
lop/Pro-Circuit/Whiskey Pete’s/ 
Ohlins/O’Neal-sponsored Watts 
crashed hard off a steep jump. 

“They have the jumps cut off on 
one side for a lane used by the 
trucks," said Watts, “and а guy 
bumped me off the edge of one and 
I endoed." 


Up front Hawthorne opened ир: 


his lead over Chesser, Holley, Whi- 


tley and Bradshaw. Holley quickly 
cut his way through the pack, 
picking up positions left and right 
as announcer Larry Naston was 
estatic, describing every move that 
Holley made. On the second lap 
Holley continued his charge and 
edged up alongside of Chesser off a 
jump. The two riders landed 
together and Holley tried to out- 
brake Chesser in the following turn, 
but the Suzuki-pilot wouldn't back 
off. Holley held on to the inside line 
and slowly pushed Chesser out of the 
corner, finally making his pass 
complete. Chesser crashed a few laps 
later апа was through for the night. 

Holley then set his sights on the 
Team  Green/Kawasaki  City/ 
Answer/Scott/Shoei/RK Chain/ 
Maier/Silkolene/Portco-sponsored 
Hawthorne and rapidly decreased 
the gap separating the two. Once 
Holley caught Hawthorne, the two 
battled until Hawthorne started to 
make mistakes. On the fourth lap 
Holley got the drive coming out of 
a turn and slipped past Hawthorne 
to take the lead. 

As the white flag greeted the riders, 
Holley and Hawthorne were way out 
front with Whitley, Tinney and Jeff 
Mabery rounding out the top five. 
Hawthorne chased Holley down to 
the finish but couldn't find the extra 
speed required to repass the Yamaha- 
support rider. 

“They added two seconds to my 
time which made me start in the back 
row and they didn't give me any 
passing points." said Holley. “But 
everything worked out good. I've 
been really consistent and have won 
every one of my heat races in this 
series." 

In the main event, Scott Duplishan 
and John Dauth occupied the first 
row with Russell Miksch and 
Michael Clement directly behind 
them. When the green flag dropped, 





Clement holeshot David Good, Brett 
Redman, Mabery and Whitley. Hol- 
ley shot past eight riders and moved 
into sixth on the first lap. 

"When the guys would bunch up 
in the corners I would try to go to 
the outside so I wouldn't lock 
handlebars with anybody," said 
Holley. “This track is really wide 
and made for a lot of passing." 

Watts appeared to be having a 
difficult time riding and at the start 
of the second lap pulled off the track. 
“I may have broken my hand in my 
heat race,” said Watts. “I tried to tape 
up my wrist, but when I went off 
jumps it just hurt too bad to ride, 
so I pulled off." 

Up front Good had dropped to 
sixth, giving Mabery second. The 
Yamaha/JI Racing/Renthal/Pro- 
Circuit/Silkolene/Gaerne- 
sponsored Mabery began to make 
every attempt to gain the lead. After 
chasing Clement for a couple laps, 
Mabery slid underneath him in a 
turn and moved into first. 

While Mabery was struggling to 
get around Clement, the top five 
riders bunched up. Holley continued 
his charge and towards the end of 
the third lap was in fourth after 
passing Whitley. Holley again bet- 
tered his position after sneaking by 
the Kawasaki/DMC/Oakley- 
sponsored Redman and moved into 
third. 

As the race continued Clement 
dropped off the pace and fell back 
to fifth as Holley took over second 
ahead of Redman and Whitley and 
quickly began working on Mabery. 
Mabery tried to keep Holley behind 
him, but with five laps remaining 
Holley took the lead. Holley tried to 
E away, but Mabery continued to 

ang with him and the two riders 
widened the gap on the pack. 

While Holley was trying to shake 
off Mabery, a four-way battle for 
third started to shape up as Whitley, 
Тіппеу and Hawthorne started pres- 
suring Redman. When the white flag 
came out Mabery was still trying to 
get by Holley, but on the final 
straight a lapped rider fell into 
Mabery, giving Holley the win and 
allowing Redman to take the 
checkers in second ahead of Whitley. 
Mabery managed to get underway 
and finish fourth over Tinney, 
Hawthorn and Clement. 

“1 finally won one," said Holley. 
“Tve always started in the back row 
for the mains and just ran out of 
time. The lap times here were a little 
longer than Seattle so I had more 
time to pass. I just tried to watch 
out for lappers and pick my lines so 
I wouldn't tangle with anyone. 
Everything sort of finally came 
together." z 

“Since Гуе been here (in the US) 
I have been doing pretty bad,” said 
Redman. “I broke my arm a few 
months ago back home (in South 
Africa) and Гуе have had a hard time 
getting back up to speed. I think in 
about another month or so I should 
have it." 

Holley's win more than doubled 
his series points lead over Watts, 262 
to 113 points. However the only 
change in the top 10 was Mabery 
advancing from seventh to third with 
102 points. e

Entries topped the 200 mark in the fourth 
of seven AMA Southeastern Area Loretta 
Lynn's Qualifiers at Secession MX. Earnest 
Harbin emerged as the top rider of the week- 


end, taking home first place

Injuries can’t stop 
Schultz at Atlanta

COMMERCE, GA, APR. 23-24 


It is safe to say that Dave Schultz’s win at 
the National Hot Rod Association AC-Delco 
Southern Nationals at Atlanta Dragway was 
one of his most memorable. How so? Two 


weeks before the event, Schultz 
fell off a ladder and broke both 
of his hands. It was a very gutsy 
decision by the Ft. Myers, 
Florida, native to compete in such 
a condition. And then to come out 
as the winner made his courageous 
effort all the more admirable. 

Schultz, aboard his Eagle 1-backed 
Kawasaki Ninja, served notice at the 
end of qualifying that he was not 
to be taken lightly because of his 
handicap, so to speak. He was in the 
number one position going into 
eliminations with an 8.11 second, 
161.81 mph showing that there was 
nothing wrong with his bike. How- 
ever, he had to make a number of 
concessions to make it down the 
track. 





Schultz was fitted with a light- 
weight, abbreviated fiberglass cast on 
his left hand and a removable cast 
for his throttle hand. The controls 
— clutch lever and shift button — 
were moved slightly to make them 
easier to reach. Even though he made 
the win look easy, it wasn't. He had 
a considerable amount of discomfort 
handling the 160-mph missile. 

In the first round of competition, 
Schultz got past a red-lighting 
Charlie Gressman and he ran a sub- 
par 8.22 on the run. 

“I didn't ride as I usually do," said 
Schultz. “That was my first race and 
I still wasn't sure of myself.” 

Тһе next race was with Terry 
Vance and it would be the closest of 
eliminations. Their meeting was 
ironic from the standpoint that the 








two also met in the second round of 
the Gatornationals in March, with 
Vance coming out as the victor. This 
time, Schultz took the victory, 8.26/ 
159.15 to Vance's 8.30/157.97. 

“That one was close," Schultz 
remembers. “I could hear his tail 
pipe in my ear all the way down the 
track." 

That loss capped off a less than 
spectacular showing for the Vance 
& Hines team. Although their motor 
was running up to expectations on 
the dyno before the race, it fell off 
in power at the Southern Nationals. 
Obviously they have more work to 
do before they can come back to the 
top of the heap in Pro Stock. 

By his admission, the third race 
of the day was Schultz's toughest. He 
faced Russ Olmstead, who, had the 
quicker bike of the two up to this 
point (Olmstead had run a 8.21/ 
159.57 in his second-round win). 
Schultz needed a very good reaction 
time to the green light to get the 
jump on Olmstead and hold him off 
to the finish line. That's exactly what 
he did with a 10th of a second 
holeshot at the start and beat Olm- 
stead's 8.18/157.95 with a slower 
8.20/158.64. 

Schultz was now in the final 
against Bob Carpenter, a veteran 
NHRA Pro Stock campaigner. After 
struggling in the first round with 
ignition troubles (his opponent red- 
lighted), Carpenter put together a 
pair of 8.22 times to earn his right 
to the final. 

On paper, it looked liked a very 
closely matched contest. However, 
once the race got underway, it 
became obvious that Schultz was 
going to win. About 60 feet from the 
starting line after the pair left

together, Carpenter's transmission 
slipped from second gear into neu- 
tral. That sent the engine to about 
12,000 rpm. The rpm limiter took 
over at that point and cut the 
ignition. By the time Carpenter got 
his Suzuki back in gear, Schultz was 
long gone and recorded an 8.19/ 
159.85 time. Carpenter limped 
through the quarter-mile to a 21- 
second time. 

If Schultz can win with two broken 
hands, it doesn't look good for the 
rest of the riders as they all chase the 
Castrol GTX Championship points. 
With only six races left on the tour, 
Schultz, the reigning Castrol GTX 
champ, looked almost as good with 
two broken hands as they does — 
two good hands.

Bethards top China 
Hat 100 Enduro

Kevin Bethards aboard an RM250 Suzuki 
sponsored by Highline Honda/Suzuki and 
his parents, outlasted a stellar field of some 
648 riders including 130 Experts to take the 


8th Annual China Hat 100 
ISDE-style high desert race 
near the resort community of 
Bend and Mt. Bachelor. 

Bethards who took third overall 
behind his brother Kelly and Eric 
Hall put in a strong performance 
during the third and final special test 
which also was the toughest section 
to assure himself of the overall 
victory. 


Put on by the Lobos Motorcycle 
Club of Oregon, the race took place 
in the beautiful Deschutes National 
Forest some 25 miles east of Bend. 
Promoter Bill Toman was excited 
about the way the race turned out 
especially after powder dust condi- 
tions that existed earlier in the week 
were put to rest after a giant rain- 
storm and then two inches of snow 
that fell on the Wednesday and 
Thursday preceding the race.

Described as “Berm City" by the 


majority of entrants many ‘riders : 


were brimming with confidence after 
the race believing they had a chance 
at the overall. The event which tested 
the endurance of many a rider over 
the four-hours’of checks and special 
tests was a dream-come-true for most 
competitors who said the event was 
the best ever. 

The first wave of four riders left 
the starting line promptly at 8:00 
a.m. and set off on their first check 
section which would be 16 miles long 
and take around 40 minutes. Most 
of the Experts were to find out that 
the checks were to be made easily, 
it would be the special tests that 
“would separate the men from the 
boys" as Mark Gregson remarked. 
The first special test featured a tight 
tree section that would take just 
under 10 minutes to complete. The 
Bethards brothers served notice right 
away that they would be a force to 
be reckoned with during the day as 
Kevin posted the best time at nine 
minutes 33 seconds, while brother 
Kelly aboard a CR125 also sponsored 
by Highline Honda/Suzuki and his 
parents snuck in behind his brother 
some five seconds behind at nine 
minutes 38 seconds to lead the 200cc 
Expert class over Barrett Brown 
(Yamaha/T.B. Maico) and Eric Hall 
(Pro-Caliber/Honda). The Open 
Expert class found the Northwest’s 
top desert racer Ricky Bozarth on a 
Gresham Husky 430WR taking a fast 
line through the trees but he was 
second behind another Husky rider 
David Rhodes at nine minutes 43 
seconds. Local favorite Dale Demaris 
brought his Husky across in 9:56, for 
third. 

The second special test was to 
favor the desert racers as a rock 
section followed by a high speed 
section that only lasted some four- 
and-a-half minutes saw Kelly 
Bethards wick the throttle to take the 
top time at four minutes and 42 
seconds oddly enough on a 125. 
Behind him many riders were within 
seconds of each other. The 250cc 
Experts found Kevin Bethards at 
4:48, Team Taylor’s Mark Gregson 
4:54, Dan Harte five minutes and 
Keith Cayton owning the first four 
spots. The Opens saw Demaris post 
the top time as the desert specialist 
came through at four minutes 44 
seconds, while Bozarth, Guy Willi- 
amson, Rhodes and Vulcan McClel- 








lan on a Honda took the next fastest 
times through the section. 

The halfway gas stop followed test 
number two and then riders sped 
away оп their fourth check section 
which was the longest at 65 minutes. 
This is where the race would be 
decided as a gnarly rock section was 
used for special test number three. 
Many riders had mixed emotions on 
the third test but the majority agreed 
that it definitely was the toughest, 
although some riders complained 
that it was too tough, mainly the 
Amateurs. 

It was during the third and final 
test where Kevin Bethards won the 
race as he put in a great performance 
through the rocks to take an eight 
minute 51 second ride which was 
some 15 seconds ahead of his closest 
competitor, over 30 Expert rider Ron 
Gray at 9:08. Following Kevin in the 
250cc class were Gregson, Hart 
Cayton and Yamaha-mounted Tra- 
vis Ewart with Fetterly, Maahs, 
Humbard, Perry and Ron Gustin all 
keeping astride of Gray in the Over 
30 Experts. The 200cc Expert class 
had Kelly Bethards taking the to 
time via a nine minute 30 second vide 
while Dan Knight at 9:51 and trials 
Expert Brown at 9:55 followed. 

АП that was left now was to make 
sure that Kevin Bethards could finish 
the last and final check of 22 miles 
and lasting around 50 minutes. As 
the first of the Experts started coming 
in around noon it was soon clear that 
the Bethards brothers would take the 
overall first and second spot.

World Championship

Round 4 


Michaud wins in 
Luxembourg 


ETTELBRUCK, LUXEMBOURG, 
APR. 17 

Two-time World Champion 
Thierry Michaud scored his 
third win in four starts with 
a commanding performance in 
the Luxembourg round of the World 
Championship Series at Ettelbruck. 
The Fantic rider, who won his titles 
in 1985 and 1986, was tied with 
eventual runner-up Donato Miglio 
after the first lap of the 16-section 
course but on the next two laps 
Michaud posted the lowest scores 
and handily topped Fantic-mounted 
Miglio, 135 to 148. 

Three-time World Champion 
Eddy Lejeune gave Merlin their best- 
ever World round finish as he took 
third, 11 marks down on runner-up 
Miglio. Current World Champion 
Jordi Tarres finished fourth on his 
Beta, just one mark down from 
Lejeune. Fantic’s Steve Saunders was 
fifth, two marks behind Tarres. Sixth 

lace went to Diego Bosis, followed 

y Renato Chiaberto, Pascal 
Couturier and Louis Gallach. 

The opening lap of the trial was 
run in dry conditions but a thun- 
derstorm made for slippery going on 
the next two laps. The scores 
reflected the change in traction as 
Michaud’s first lap produced a 31, 
his second a 48, and his third and 
final lap a 56. 

With much of the course being run 
on rocks, the rain turned dirt 
approach lines into muddy ones and 
that mud was carried onto the rocks 
by the competitors and wheel- 
spinning, point robbing attempts at 
some sections ended in dead stops 
and “Нуев.” 

Although the rain turned a diffi- 
cult course into a very difficult one, 
the opening lap in the dry showed 
one and all that the first-ever Lux- 
embourg World round wouldn't be 
a cakewalk. The opening section saw 
rider after rider fail to complete it; 
Michaud himself drew a five when 
he came to a stop just yards short 
of the end of the section. The second 
section was equally difficult and 
stopped many riders until Michaud 
negotiated it with a single dab. 

Sections three and four proved 
easier and most of the top riders had 
little difficulty with them. Section 
five was another story and stopped 
top riders like Tarres and Saunders. 
In fact, no rider escaped section five 
without collecting at least three 
marks. Section six was cleaned by 
Michaud and others, but the follow- 
ing section, a long twisting ascent, 
proved difficult for all. Michaud 
looked set to clean it but had to dab 
his way out of the section. 

The remaining sections caused less 
problems, although many provided 
spectacular performances to the 
EL t of the spectators. 

e rain dramatically altered the 
trial, but the Warken club was 
commended for their efficiency in 
organizing the event which at the 
very least produced, in the opening 
lap, a spectacular trial.

Scott Russell continued his winning 
streak by winning the Formula Open 
and C Superbike classes, bringing his 
total consecutive wins to 17 (nine of 
which are Suzuki Cup races).

Chain-sponsored, Vic Fasola-tuned 
Suzuki Katana, with Kurt Hall close 
behind on his Honda Hurricane. 
Russell continued to lead through 
the esses on his Katana which is 
equipped with a D & D Exhaust and 
Dunlop K591s. Hall passed Russell 
coming up the hill to the bridge on 
lap one. The two were side-by-side 
on the front straight and Russell 
attempted to repass Hall on the 
outside of turn one. Russell got on 
the brakes too hard and almost lost 
the front end, allowing Hall to 
remain in the lead. Hall continued 
to lead the second lap and the two 
would come up the hill from turn 
one, out of turn three and into the 
esses within arm's reach of each other 
on every lap with Hall holding down 
first spot. Hall would look over his 
shoulder going up the hill out of 
turn five on every lap and Russell 
would be there breathing down his 
neck, waiting for him to make a 
mistake, which Hall never made. On 
the final lap, Russell made his move 
on Hall in turn 11 and took the 
checkers by the narrowest of 
margins.

Open race. Russell went up against 
fellow Solmax endurance teammate 
Kevin Rentzell on his GSXR1100 
that he put together just two days 
prior to the Road Atlanta race. 
Russell once again led into turn one 
with Rentzell right on his heels. 
Rentzell stayed within a few bike 
lengths of Russell and would gain 
ground on him coming up the hill 
out of turn five, and pulled alongside 
Russell on lap four. Russell out- 
braked Rentzell going into turn six 
maintaining his lead. Rentzell once 
again pulled alongside Russell in 
turn five on the last lap, but Russell 
never let him get by and went on 
for the win, turning consistent 1:30 
lap times.

Red banner day 
at Sears Point RR

It was a red banner day at Sears 
Point Raceway as four of nine races 
were red flagged, with one race 
getting the red flag twice. As a result, 
the race day was not completed, and 
overall AFM Championship points 
had to be forfeited. Northern chapter 
points, however, were awarded, and 
there was some good racing in spite 
of all the red flags. 

Тһе trend towards red flags began 
early as the 750 and Open Production 
class race was stopped when one of 
the big bikes put a rod through the 
case, spilling oil onto ше start/finish 
straight. 

A restart after ок brought a 
similar result as Jeff Hagan and 
another rider fell at the start. The 
second red flag relegated this race to 
a later start, which finally ran in the 
afternoon as the spectators held their 
collective breath. 

Тһе second race for 250 Produc- 
tion, Formula Four and Vintage 
machines was red flagged as 
well... because of a deer on the 
track! Luckily, the deer caused little 
more than nervous headaches. 

It seemed as if the afternoon's 
racing would finally get underway 
as the 450 Superstreet and Formula 
40 race concluded without incident. 
But when the fourth race was red 
flagged because of a rider off in turn 
10, the atmosphere in the paddock 
was strained as the question of 
remaining time came up. 

Since Sears Point has a racing 
curfew of 5:30 and an announcer's 
silence of 5:00 .P.M., the threat of 
afternoon race cancellation is always 
present when early events are post- 
poned. Sunday's racing was in 
jeopardy after the second event, even 
though Joe Montoya, president of 
AFM's Northern Chapter, tried to get 
the riders to "Click it down one 
notch”. 

Even so, a final red flag appeared 
in the 750 Superstreet class when a 
lone rider went down into the hay 
bales. 

As a result of the incidents during 
the early going, the Formula One 
race was cancelled. As it was, both 
the combined Open GP/Formula 
Two race and the 600 Production 
race were held without the benefit 
of a race announcer. 

The 450 Superstreet race was an 








eventful one. At the start, Yamaha- 
mounted Dan Burns gota good jump 
and held the lead for the first 10 
turns. At the completion of the first 
lap, however, it was James Lubin in 
front, having taken the top spot with 
a slick pass in turn 11. By the end 
of lap two, Mark Schubert had taken 
the lead and Lubin had been rele- 
gated to third by hard-charging 
Burns. On lap three, Schubert 
expanded his lead to three seconds 
over Lubin. 

About this time, fourth place man 
Kirk Hoeppner made the battle for 
second the most interesting on the 
track, as all three men were within 
a second of one another. 

By lap six, Hoeppner, on a fast 
four-stroke bike in a traditionally 
two-stroke field, had taken second 
spot and was reeling in Schubert. 
Breaking away from the two riders 
and fighting for third, Hoeppner was 
the fastest man on the track. 
Although Schubert looked unbeata- 
ble, Hoeppner's Yamaha was catch- 
ing him at a rate that was perfectly 
synchronized with the end of the 
race. In the final turn of the final 
lap, Hoeppner passed Schubert, 
nipping him by a bike-length at the 
flag. 

In the Open Production race at the 
end of the afternoon, the Suzuki of 
Scott Cavness slipped past the Suzuki 
of Rick Liukkonen for a win. 


Liukkonen jumped out to an early 
lead and by lap two was a respectable 
distance in front of the pack. Cavness 
had worked his way up to third spot, 
passing Michael Johnson, and by the 
end of lap three Liukkonen had 
made it to the second spot by passing 
Kirk Hill. 

For the next two rounds it was 
Cavness catching Liukkonen, then 
trying to make it past the leader. A 
couple of times things got sticky as 
the two riders easily caught and 
began lapping the slower Formula 
Two bikes. At one point the two 
Open Production riders came upon 
a F-2 rider in fast turn one and split 
him as if he stood still. 

On the final lap, Cavness got 
around Liukkonen to take the check- 
ered flag and the win.

'The Oregon Motorcycle Road Rac- 
ing Association's season opener at 
Portland International Raceway 
turned out to be a big payday for 
expatriate-Aussie Craig Trinder and 
Oak Harbor, Washington's, Joe Pitt- 
man, thanks to U.S. Suzuki's Nation- 
al Cup Series.

“I was bumped right on the start 
by a turkey; he hit me so hard it lifted 
the front end of the bike right off 
the ground," Crenshaw said. “But 
everything felt all right as I went 
through the gears, so I entered turn 
one at racing speed. I went for the 
front brake, and the brake lever was 
gone. Busted right off. Fortunately 
I was able to straighten up and go 
for the run-off ramp and slow down 
with the rear brake. I thought I had 
it made, but the ramp ends in a little 
dirt hill, and when I started to roll 
backwards I had no way to stop and 
fell over at about two miles an hour. 
Could have been a lot worse, I 
guess." 

Crenshaw must not have been too: 
rattled, because he installed a new 
brake lever and won the 10-lap final 
in 450cc Superbike going away.

Northern Califor- 
nia's Jim Sisemore and Ermolenko 
came from the back in spectacular 
style and they raced around Lucero 
and Larsen as they went down the 
back chute on the first go around. 

Sisemore was on the inside but 
Ermolenko's Pacific Coast Laminat- 
ing/O&E/Shoei/Smith Goggles/ 
Kal-Gard PPT 500 won the race to 
the third turn. Lucero, with an 
aggressive maneuver, went inside 
Sisemore for second as they slid 
through the first bend on the second 
circuit. Ermolenko had a slight 
advantage but Lucero quickly ate it 
up and went to work on the third 
lap. Lucero tried the inside but 





Ermolenko fought him back. As they 
went past the Jerry King checkered, 
Ermolenko pulled a wheelie and 
took the win by one length. Chasing 
the lead duo home were Sisemore and 
Larsen. 

Ermolenko's PPT was hooked up 
in the Scratch main but it died a 
quick death in the Handicap main. 
As the field approached turn one on 
the opening lap, Dubb Ferrell gave 
Larsen a shot. Larsen went down as 
did Ferrell, Ermolenko and Eddie 
Ingels. Larsen went down so hard 
he snapped the handlebar at the grip. 
Ermolenko was down for quite some 
time but he was prepared to restart 
his PPT. That is, he was ready to 
restart until Bobby Schwartz' large 
mechanic decided to straighten 
Ermolenko's handlebar with his 
hands. Тһе big guy broke one of the 
handlebars off and Ermolenko had 
to borrow the Schwartz Weslake. 

Larsen didn't have his back-up 
bike ready for the restart and he had 
to watch as Northern Californian's 
Bart Bast and Ingels took up resi- 
dence in the first two spots.

Ott was on the outside and he used 
the dirt to power himself. past 
Kossuth as they came off turn two. 
While Ott was taking over the point, 
Oxley, the previous week's winner, 
went to work on Hamill and before 
the end of the first circuit he had 
gotten by for third. 

Ott opened it up on lap two while 
Oxley began to apply the heat to 
Kossuth.

Just a few feet after 
he had taken the Don Robinson 
checkered flag, Ott's muffler broke 
loose. If that had happened 10 feet 
sooner he would have been 
disqualified.

Beauchamp, Ross 
win Wares F erry MX

A large turnout of riders, represent- 
ing five states, were on hand for 
round two of the Georgia Cycle 
Supply-sponsored Georgia-Ala- 
bama Spring Motocross Series at 
Wares Ferry Motocross. Louisiana’s 
Bret Beauchamp took home the 
Super Mini gold while Mississippi 
resident Allen Ross claimed the 125cc 
C honors. Wallace Fincher nailed 
down the Open B win while Geor- 
gia’s Tommy Martin and David 
Kelly of Florida took a class win each 
in A division action. 

Will McNabb, of Louisiana, 
grabbed the holeshot in the opening 
125cc C moto with Ross and Lance 
Brannon getting underway in the top 
10. Gear/Honda West-backed Ross 
moved quickly to fifth spot and, after 
three laps, was in the lead to stay. 
Freewheeling Honda’s Brannon 
moved up to challenge McNabb’s 
hold on second position and they 
battled all the way to the finish with 
McNabb holding the edge in a close 
finish. Series leader Brock Bullard 
came from the back of the pack to 
finish fourth on his Marushin/EP- 
backed Kawasaki. 

A light rain created slick condi- 
tions for moto two but Ross was 
unfazed and led from start to finish, 
earning a perfect score. Said Ross,

April issue of Public Relations 
Journal. Author Ken Schulze said 
the success of the campaign “тау 
well depend on how seriously the 
media take the campaign's linch- 
pin — a transcontinental motor- 
cycle ride to raise money for the 
Juvenile Diabetes Foundation.”

Cycle magazine Editor Phil Schilling 
was quoted in the aforementioned 
Public Relations Journal article as 
disagreeing with the Discover 
"Today's Motorcycling concept of 
boosting motorcycle sales by prom- 
oting the sport to the masses. “Тһе 
last thing motorcycling needs is a 
motorcycle in every garage," Schil- 
ling reportedly said. “Motorcycles 
are dangerous. The motorcycle estab- 
lishment will try to wallpaper and 
window-dress around that issue, 
hoping to create a more receptive 
climate in which to sell motorcycles 
to pots-and-pans consumers, who, in 
truth, ought to stay in their cars." 


John Kocinski, 1987 AMA/Cas- 
trol 250cc Grand Prix Champion, 
dominated the 125cc Junior class 
during the April 27 Baylands 
Raceway MX in Fremont, Califor- 
nia, according to Cycle News 
contributor Mike Vancil, Kocinski, 
riding a 125cc Yamaha that 
reportedly belongs to three-time 
World Champion Kenny Roberts, 
defeated 15 Juniors on what 
Vancil called ““а real tough track; 
it's a stadium track in a field.” 
Junior dirt tracker Andy Tresser, 
a regular on this year's 600cc 
National Dirt Track Series circuit, 
also raced at Baylands, finishing 
second in a field of 20 riders in 
the 250cc Junior race. 


An American team consisting of 
motocrossers Willy Simons and 
Brian Bellew, speedway ace John 
Cook, ATV rider Toby Ashley, Jet 
Skier Scott Watkins and parachutist 
Mitch Dakota took third place in the 
Run the Gauntlet competition, a 
made-for-television (European) pro- 
duction, held near London, Епр- 
land, April 12-24. According to 
Simons, the event was similar to the 
Survival of the Fittest competition 
here in the U.S. and consisted of 
motocross, Odyssey, ATV, dune 
buggy, Jet Ski and hovercraft racing 
along with parasailing and an 
obstacle course. The Dutch team 
took first over the Australians, and 
the English team trailed the U.S. in 
fourth. 


Team Kawasaki's Jeff Ward, Ron 
Lechien and Jeff Matiasevich 
will hand out and autograph 
racing posters prior to Kawasaki 
Night at the Friday, May 6, speed- 
way meet at Costa Mesa, Califor- 
nia's Orange County Fairgrounds. 
The riders will be at the Kawasaki 
tent set up near the entrance to 
the track at 7 p.m. Other special 
events planned for the evening 
include free Kawasaki caps to the 
first 1000 spectators and a half 
time speedway race on Kawasaki 
KDX80 minibikes. 


According to an anonymous tip we 
received just before this issue went 
to press, someone — allegedly an 








official working for the California 
Department of Parks & Recreation 
— is phoning northern California 
motorcycle clubs and off-road veh- 
icle groups and charging the AMA, 
CORVA and OHMVR Commis- 
sioner Ed Waldheim with conspiring 
to keep Sacramento's Prairie City 
ОНУ Park closed to the public. The 
unidentified caller. reportedly also 
urges off-road organizations to 
support state Senator John Doolit- 
tle's (R-Rocklin) SB2659, a bill 
sponsored by the Parks Department 
which would reopen Prairie City to 
the public by making the 500-acre 
facility a State Vehicular Recreation 
Area. When we phoned Waldheim 
and asked if the tip was accurate, he 
said, “Yes, someone is doing that," 
and denied there is a conspiracy to 
keep the park closed to the public 
(currently the facility is open for 
competition use only). Waldheim 
explained that Doolittle's bill would 
immediately assign eight rangers to 
run the park as an SVRA, while an 
amendment to the measure would 
give officials the option of leasing 
the park to a private concessionaire 
during the 1990-91 fiscal year. Wald- 
heim contends, however, that once 
the park is in state hands it will stay 
in state hands. "If you put staff 
people in there, you'll never get them 
out,” Waldheim said. “Bid it out first 
and if you can’t find a concessionaire 
then go ahead and have the state run 
it. I just want to get the most for 
OHV green sticker (registration) 
funds. If we can contract that park 
out, the user will get the most for 
his bucks. If they’re telling people 
we're trying to keep it 25е. they're 
wrong." Our anonymous caller 
urged off-road groups to check out 
all the options before supporting 
SB2659 in its current form. 


It's official! The May 22 AMA 
Grand. National Championship/ 
Camel Pro Series San Jose (Cali- 
fornia) Mile, slated for May 22 at 
Santa Clara County Fairgrounds, 
will be the last mile ever held on 
the famed oval. According to Bob 
Barkhimer Associates, promoters 
of the event, “Тһе big dirt track 
is scheduled to be replaced by a 
one-mile paved oval, part of a 
multi-million-dollar project which 
will include the addition of more 
than 30,000 seats. The new facil- 
ity will be geared toward four 
major auto races per year, mean- 
ing the end of the line for motor- 
cycles on the San Jose Mile.'' The 
last event at San Jose will include 
a 25-lap Grand National main 
event, a 15-lap 600cc National 
final, and a six-rider, five-lap, 
$17,500 Camel Challenge sprint 
race featuring the top six Grand 
National qualifiers. 


Тһе annual Ohio dirt track season 
opener, the Springfield Half Mile, 
took place on Sunday, May 1, and 
Findlay, Ohio's Steve Morehead (H- 
D) won the Expert main, followed 
across the finish line by fellow 
Ohioan George Roeder (H-D) and 
Maryland's Rodney Farris (H-D). 
Ron Schroeder (W-R) won the Jun- 
ior final, while Pro-Am honors went 
to David Robinette (Hon). 


Sears Point International Race- 
way in Sonoma, California, 
announced at a press conference 
on May 2 that President and 
General Manager Darwin Doll will 
be leaving effective August 5. Doll 
will assume a similar position at 
the soon-to-be-built Albuquerque 
International Raceway in Albu- 
querque, New Mexico. This new 
racing facility will feature a two- 
mile, D-shaped super speedway 
and 1.9-mile infield road course. 








Target date for completion is 
Spring of 1990.

AB36, a mandatory helmet bill

If 
approved by the senate, the bill, 
which was passed by the state 
assembly in 1987, will go to 
Governor George Deukmejian for 
his signature.

IT'S SPREADING: If you thought 
that California was the only state 
affected by “wilderness bills" that 
would close off huge chunks of land 
to off-road recreation, think again. 
Congress recently passed a bill, 
which was later signed by President 
Reagan, that closes 92,000 acres of 
land to trail riders in Michigan. In 
Nevada two bills, HR-708 and HR- 
2142, have been introduced which 
would close 132,000 апа 789,000 
acres of land, respectively. The 
differences between the bills may 
keep them out of action for a while. 
Another bill in Nevada calls for the 
closure of 600,000 acres in 12 areas 
of the state. A Montana wilderness 
bill (HR-2090) was recently passed 
by the House of Representatives, 
which establishes 1.35 million acres 
of land in that state as wilderness 
areas. The bill also contains provi- 
sions which could close even more 
acreage.
